Profit sharing 
involves the di­ 
vision a m o n g 
t h e employees 
of a portion of

of the enterprise. It is an arrangement 
whereby the employer hopes to build 
up employee goodwill, and thus effi­ 
ciency. Profit sharing contemplates 
a vertical division: the employer and 
the employees in a giv&n enterprise 
united for its welfare, and sharing 
its profits. It is unlike trade union­ 
ism, which contemplates a horizontal 
division—the employees in a given 
tra d e united in common action against 
the employer; and it is unlike indus­ 
trial unionism, which also contem- 
platej a horizontal division, with 
the employees in a given in d u stry 
united in common action against the 


Mr. Lewis also found profit-sharing 
plans objectionable because there is 
too much of the theory of largess, 
"of dropping a dollar in tne hat,” 
connected with them. The working­ 
man wants his pay day by day, with­ 
out waiting for it, and he resents 
"paternalistic generosity." Moreover, 
profit sharing gives a preferred status 
to certain employees, those employed 
by concerns making profits avail­ 
able for sharing. 
Another objection raised was that 
since labor hres not been given thc 
opportunity to participate in the af­ 
fairs of management, it should no' 
be asked to share in something “com 
pletely beyond its control.” 
Interestingly enough, Mr. Lammr 
du Pont, one of the President’s eco 
nomic royalists, agreed 
with Mr 
Lewis in opposing profit sharing. Mr 
riu Pont, pointing out that "it is dif 
ficult to share profits without sharinc 
losses, expressed his belief in “ high 
wages based on efficient perform 
ance.
